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Post Diplomatic Staff : 
’ Secretary of State George Shultz begins 
a four-day visit to the Middle East today 
amid predictions from the Prime Minister's 
Office that attempts to further his plan for 
an international peace conference will al- 
most certainly prove fruitless. 

Shultz himself said last night that the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union had made 
“maybe a little bit” of progress in narrow- 
ing their differences on the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. “But it's “difficult, ” the secretary 
said. “It’s tough.” 

Shultz, interviewed on Public Broadcasting's 
MacNeil-. "Lehrer Newshour, did not seem overly 
encouraged by what he had just heard from the 
Soviets, even though he referred to the discus- 
sions as “worthwhile.” 

Officials in Jerusalem described the visit as 
an attempt to persuade the region’s leaders that 
the American peace initiative is still alive. Well- 
placed sources in Jerusalem maintained yester- 
day that the visit should be viewed primarily in 
the context of the Arab summit due to convene 
in Algiers on Monday. Shultz aims to bolster the 
moderate camp within the Arab world, these 
sources said.

of human rights in the territories. 


Another issue that may be highlighted is the 
composition of Palestinian representation at ἃ 
future peace conference. Senior PLO official 
Salah Khalaf (Abu Iyad) said Wednesday that 
Palestinians would not meet Shultz during bis 
trip. “Our people have insisted through the 
uprising and the revolution that they do not 
want [Shultz's] proposals or any proposal 
cooked up in Zionist kitchens in the U.S...” 
Khalaf told a crowd of about 2,000 moumers at 
aceremony in Kuwait marking the assassination 
of PLO military commander Abu Jihad in 
April. 

But officials in Jerusalem said yesterday that 
Shultz may meet with a group of Palestinian 
representatives in Cairo. The officials also said 
that the Egyptian government has been mediat- 
ing during the past two weeks between the 
American administration and the PLO concern- 
ing the participants in an international confer- 
ence despite reservations expressed by Jordan. 


According to an unconfirmed report, Prof. 
Edward Said, an American-Palestinian academ- 
ic, is expected to arrive to Cairo to join the 
meeting, if in fact it takes place. Said and Prof. 
Torahim Abv-Lughod. who have been men- 
tioned as possible members of a Palestinian 
delegation, met some four months ago with 
Shultz jn Washington.

Thousands flock to Beit Shean di

BEIT SHE'AN - This town, which 
has spent most of its modern life- 
span waiting to be developed, has 
foundan “Ὁ well,” according to 
Mayor Shlomo Ben-Lulu. 

The excavations of the old Roman” 
city — the largest in the country — are 
already drawing up to 10,000 visitors 
on a good day, putting the town well 
on the road to becoming an impor- 
tant tourist centre. 

Motivated by the potential of the 
excavations and the advice of a sage 
of the Persian community, Morde- 
chai and Avraham Babazadek of 
Zurich last March ised the 
mayor with a “dreamlike” invest- 
ment offer. Ben-Lulu promised 
them the land on condition they 
Start building within three years. 

The Persian-Swiss brothers have 
forwarded working plans for a 


multi-million-dollar project they 
want to build here which would in- 
clude a large four-star hotel, a luxu- 
ry housing estate and an industrial 
park. They have now forwarded 
their architect's plans and are sink- 
ing their first $100,000 into planning 
and licensing expenses. 

“Now we look forward to their 
enterprise taking shape, like the Ro- 
man city we are digging up,” Ben- 
Lulz told a group of journalists who 
toured the town this week. 

During the 90 minutes we spent at 
the excavations, we saw bus after 
bus disgorging visitors to view the 
site, which covers several dozen 
dunams. Another almost 1,500 dun- 
ams are still to be unearthed. It is 
hoped to trace the city’s history back 
through its over 20 layers of succes- 
es habitation, starting about 5000 


ΟΕ. 
The municipality is planning a 


road that will take visitors directly to 
the excavations, thus bypassing ifs 
town and not disturbing its ‘“tradi- 
tional” Sabbath atmosphere, Ben- 
Lulu said. It is also adding more 
guards on the site to stop the piun- 
der of the capitals of columns and 
other artifacts. 

“The excavations are our one nat- 
ural resource and we intend to ex- 
ploit them to the hilt. But it will take 
time before visitors get the ameni- 
ties they deserve, because whatever 
we do, I shall not allow kiosks to be 
put up hastily and making the place 
ugly. Previous administrations filled 
the town with such kiosks and it’s a 
Herculean task to get rid of them,” 
Ben-Lulu said. 

The government, spurred by Beit 
Shean’s favourite son, Deputy Pre- 
mier David Levy, is helping the de- 
velopment of the excavations with 
about $3 million a year, he noted.

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THE INTERMEDIATE Nuclear 
Forces (INF) treaty, signed at the 
Washington Summit fast December, 
was a relatively easy agreement to 
arrive at, as it involved only ground- 
based missile systems employed 
mostly in the Eu theatre. 

Current understandings for a 
Start treaty encompass the entire 
array of ground, sea, and air-based 
long-range nuclear weapons de- 
ployed by the superpowers. It also 
involves searching for an optimal 
mix of these different weapons for 
assuring strategic stability in the 
coming decades 

But agreeing on this mix has been 
particularly difficult. American ne- 
gotiators have a clear idea of what 
sort of strategic weapons they would 
like to see eliminated to the greatest 
extent in the 50 per cent cutback 
envisioned in Start ~ the superpow- 
ers’ heavy, land-based, multiple 
warhead intercontinental ballistic 
missiles ((CBM). But what is viewed 
by the U.S. side as the most unsta- 
ble element in both countries’ arse- 
nals is also the Soviet Union's main 
nuclear delivery system. Suggesting 
a formula for arms cuts that slashes 
the Soviet ICBM force dispropor- 
tionately is regarded by Moscow as 
an attempt by the U.S. to dictate the 
structure of the Soviet deterrent. 


THE AMERICAN concept of a sta- 
ble strategic mix dates back to the 
1950s when each of the armed ser- 
vices sought a strategic nuclear sys- 
tem of its own. The ensuing seeming 
redundancy in nuclear delivery sys- 
tems in the U.S. armed forces was 
eventually seen to be of value and 
was institutionalized under Defence 
Secretary Robert McNamara in the 
early 1960s. 

A three-legged American deter- 
rent force emerged, which came to 
be known as the American Triad; it 
consisted of an [CBM force and a 
bomber force - both commanded by 
the U.S. Air Force -- and a subma- 
rine-laanched ballistic missile 

the 


Navy (the U.S. Army controlied 
battlefield nuclear weapons in Eu- 
rope that were never regarded as a 
part of the U.S. strategic nuclear 
force). According to the triad con- 
cept, if the Soviets succeeded in the 
future in knocking out any one of its 
legs, the U.S. could still deliver a 
devastating second strike with the 
surviving legs of its triad. 
"McNamara sized and structured 
the overall U.S. nuclear force in a 
manner consistent with his declared 
strategy of “assured destruction” - 
that the U.S. would have the capaci- 
ty to destroy a considerable percent- 
age of the Soviet Union's industry 
and population even after a Saviet 
suprise attack. Accordingly, it was 
important for the U.S. to stress sur- 
vivable nuclear delivery systems like 
the SLBM -- which was protected by 
the ocean's depths -- and the 
manned bomber. 

It was also not co ae to devel- 
op considerable missile aveuracy if 
the main targets to anrAm 
ond strike’ were. to be urban, eentres 
as opposéd to’ small: hardéned mili- 
tary targets. This last point was par- 
ticularly important for indicating to 
the Soviets that the U.S. mainly in- 
tended to develop a second- strike 
force and not a first-stike nuclear 


capability intended for taking out’ 


the Soviet Union's nuclear deter- 
rent. However, the U.S. always re- 
tained a small counterforce capabili- 
ty that was usually held in reserve as 
part of America’s deterrence of the 
Soviet threat to Western Europe. 
Realizing in the early 1960s that 
the U.S. had a considerable advan- 
tage over the USSR and that Mos- 
cow would undoubtedly try to catch 
up with Washington in the 1970s, 


McNamara expected that the future 


Soviet nuclear arsenal would be si- 
miliar to the American Triad and 
structured on the same nuclear strat- 
egy of ‘“‘assurred destruction.” A 
central problem for arms controi to- 
day is that McNamara’s expecta- 

. tions regarding Soviet nuciear plan- 
ning proved wrong. 
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The difficulty encountered by President Reagan and Secretary 
‘Gorbachev in finalizing a Strategic Arms Reduction Treaty 


(Start) at this week’s Moscow Summit must be understood 
against the background of the very different makeup of the 
two superpowers’ strategic nuclear forces, writes DORE GOLD 


Assured destruction 


THE DIFFERENCES that 
emerged in the superpowers’ nucle- 


ar forces in the late 1970s and the’ 


1980s — after the big Soviet build-up 
of 1972-1976. -- were striking. 
Whereas the U.S. put most of its 
nuclear warheads in its SLBM force 
and in its bombers, the Soviets 
παρε: stressed their ICBM force as 
rincipal component of their tri- 
si ‘see chart for a comparison of 
i S. and Soviet triads in 1987). 
Anyone looking at a map could 
see why the Soviets shied away from 
SLBMs; while the U.S. enjoyed 
open access to the sea, Soviet sub- 
marines had to get past American 
allied navies in the Baltic Sea and 
the Sea of Japan or operate out of 
frozen ports in the north. 
There were other important dif- 
ferences in the development of the 
superpowers’ nuclear forces. When 
the U.S. decided to introduce muiti- 


. ple warheads (Mirv) into its Minute- 


man ICBM in the late 1960s, Ameri- 
can planners deliberately kept the 
-number of warheads per missile low 
— only three — so as not to give the 
impression that a first-strike capa- 
bility was being sought. When the 
Soviets “Mirved™ their ICBM force 
in the mid-1970s, in contrast, they 
began to introduce six to 10 war- 
heads per missile. 

This asymmetry in U.S. and Sovi- 
et force developments led to consid- 
erable speculation in the late 1970s 
regarding Russian intentions. At 
that time, Sovietologist Richard 
Pipes explained inComynentary why 
the Soviet Union thought it could 
fight and win a nuclear war. 

Paul Nitze, today Secretary of 
State George Shultz’s chief arms 
control adviser, then warned of a 
scenario according to which the So- 
viets might exploit a “window of 
vulnerability” in the American nu- 
clear arsenal: the Soviets could 
launch a counterforce strike with 
their highly accurate ICBMs against 
American ICBM silos leaving the 
U.S. with only less accurate SLBMs 
and bombers whose penetrability of 
thick Soviet air defenses was doubt- 
ful; unable to strike back in kind 
against Soviet military ot the 
Antetican president‘ be left 
with thé Ἐμοί of pall the war 
:to strikes Soviet cities, and 
‘thereby U.S. cities to retalia- 
tion, or of giving up. 

Needless to say, “many of the 
alarmists of the 1970s opposed the 
SALT 2 treaty in 1979; they also 
ironically contributed to the negoti- 
ating process for a Start treaty that 
has yet to be completed. 


A CLEARLY objective problem 
with the ICBM having nothing to do 
with Soviet intentions is related to 
its unique qualities. Because of its 
vulnerability, even when based in 
underground silos, a superpower 
may be tempted to Jaunch it during a 
crisis rather than risk losing it in a 
nuclear attack. 

That temptation has grown since 
the advent of multiple warheads. 
Relatively equal ICBM forces ac- 
quire different force ratios once an 
ICBM is launched: the attacker ac- 
quires a three or even 10 to one 
advantage when the number of his 
warheads is compared to the num- 
ber of missile silos to be destroyed 


on the side of the defender. 

Since ICBMs are sufficiently ac- 
curate to threaten the other side's 
ICBMs, there exists an enormous 
incentive to attack first rather than 
lose gne’s own land-based missile 
force. These sorts of calculations are 
particularly true for the nuclear 
forces of the Soviet Union whose 
ICBM component is larger than that 
of the U.S. After launching, the So- 
viets have overwhelming superiority 
to the American ICBM force. 

Yet if Moscow were to lose its 
ICBM component after an Ameri- 
can attack. it would have lost the 
main element of its strategic nuclear 
deterrent. In sum, a nuclear balance 
based on ICBM forces has a consid- 
erable degree of built-in instability. 


SEVERAL alternatives have been 
considered over the last decade for 
solving the problem of the mutual 
vulnerability ICBM forces to one 
another. First, both superpowers: 
have explored the possibility of 
making the ICBM mobile instead of 
having it based like a sitting duck. 
But the Carter administration had a 
difficult time convincing Congress 
to Gut up the plains of the American 
West with railroad tracks and facili- 
ties to support a rail-based version 
of the latest generation M-X Peace- 
maker ICBM in the late 1970s. 

With the M-X currently based in 
silos, like the Minuteman, 
has given some support for funding 
a new single warhead, truck-based 
ICBM called Midgetman. But U.S. 
arms control negotiators have in the 
past opposed mobile ICBMs be- 
cause’ it is difficult to verify their 
numbers. 

Meanwhile, the Soviets, in the 
last few years, have introduced two 
new mobile ICBMs. The question of 
whether the mobile ICBM contrib- 
utes to stability by being difficult to 
find and destroy, or hurts stability 
because its numbers cannot be 50 
easily verified was actually raised at 
the Moscow summit. 

A second alternative for solving 
ICBM vulnerablity has been to give 
the strategic qualities of the ICBM 
to other legs of the triad. Thus, if a 
large part of the U.S. ICBM force is 
Tost, its mission could be assumed by 
another system. This idea has been 
explored with the U.S. Navy's soon- 
to-be-deployed Trident D-5 missile, 
which is the first SLBM capable of 
busting Soviet silos with the same 
accuracy as an ICBM. 

A third alternative has involved 
developing missile defences in the 
framework of President Reagan's 
Strategic Defence’ Initiative aol 
Though originally conceived by the 
president as protecting the Ameri- 
can civilian population, SDI. was 
seen by Defence Department plan- 
ners as an opportunity for finding a 
way to protect America’s vulnerable 
missile silos. SDI, with its faturistic 
spaced-based missile interception 
technology, was conceived in partic- 


ular as an answer to the Soviet - 


ICBM threat. 

Critics of the programme pointed 
to the fact that space-based battle 
Stations could do nothing against 
low-flying cruise missiles within the 
atmosphere. That SDI was aimed at 
Soviet ICBMs only underlines the 
centrality of the ICBM threat in 
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American strategic thinking. 

A fourth alternative for solving 
the problem of ICBM vulnerability 
has been the use of the arms contro!

ve save the Jews of Poland, and again his 


path was blocked. Jabotinsky arrived in 
New York in 1940 after narrowly escaping 
the Nazis. He tried to organize a Jewish 
legion to march into combat on the side of 
the allies. At that moment, millions could 
still have been saved, But no one listened 
to him; he had no access to the modern 
means of communication. Those who 
could have helped him lacked faith and 
vision and closed all doors to him. He died 
near New York City, a lonely man with 
one dollar in his pocket. Maxim Gorky said 
of Jabotinsky, “They will never forgive 
Zionism for having taken from Russian 
litérature their greatest genius.” Arthur 
Koestler, who was his secretary, said of 
Jabotinsky that he was “the giant of his 
era, who overshadowed, with his 
greatness and his culture, all the men of 
‘this century.” 


During World War |I, } dedicated myself 
to absorbing Latin American culture, with 
its enormous reservoir of unequalled 
poetry and prose.. 


‘With the help of many others, | 
organized the Latin American interallied 
anti-fascist anti-Nazi committee, which 
included the most distinguished writers, 
poets, union officials.and political leaders.

| can recite Rudyard Kipling; as well as 
Marcel] Proust, Rainer Maria Rilke, Haim . 
Nachman Bialik, Dante, Octavio Paz and 
Pablo Neruda. { have studied the Talmud, 
the Bible, Yiddish literature and European, 
Hispanic and American culture. | am an art 
collector and a prolific writer on. 
international politics, humanism, art, and 
literature. Apart from Mexico, | have lived 
in Paris, London, and Switzerland and have 


visited many parts of the world. 


In the 1960s in Latin America, | formed 
the Committee for the Human Rights of 
‘Soviet Jews and organized the first Latin

Mexico City. Since the end of the war, | 
have attended many international 
congresses, and important events of 
universal character. Upon returning to 
Mexico from Europe, | started a paper 
importing business, a lithography 
enterprise and a publishing company that 
owned 12 magazines covering politics, 
music, sports, art and other subjects. ἢ 
won't go into more details about my 
private life because | am not running for 
President of the U.S. 


Why do | recite this? It is not for self- 
glorification. For those who read my 
previous publications and have written 
personal letters to me, [ wanted to make 
clear my background, my motivation and 
my deep concerns. 


When | first published my full-page 
articles in the press in the U.S. and abroad, 
. my intention was to clarify the facts and to

the Jewish people. 


The thousands of responses | received 
expressed profound support for Israel — 
but, at the same time, many doubts and 
even a loss of faith. | understood that only 
a supreme effort — a new agenda of vision 
and imagination, of greatness and 
extraordinary action — could inflame the 
minds and hearts of our young people and 
our student community, and inspire them 
to work with us on behalf of the Jewish 
future and all humanity. 


| have studied the situation for several 
months, carefully read thousands of 
letters, personally spoken with hundreds 
of people who came to see me, and 
exchanged views with many Jewish 
leaders, and have arrived at certain 
conclusions.

“The Russians have started to play the bu-

Centre for Soviet and Bastern Εἰ Stud- 
ies at the Hebrew University. “When Gorba- 
chev is asked about Soviet Jewish rights, he 
counters these questions by listing violations of 
human rights in capitalist countries. 

“His standards, though, are different from 
ours. For instance, while we talk of cultural and 
religious rights, he talks of the right to work. To 
him, employment is of prime importance.” 

Nonetheless, when one looks beyond the 
at the summit for hard evidence of a change in 
Soviet policy towards its Jewish population, one 
finds that there have been some “very big 
changes,” says Dr. Frankel’s husband, Jona- 
than, Professor of Russian and Contemporary 
Jewish Studies at the Hebrew University. - 

He points to the sharp increase in the number 
of exit visas being issued, to the fact that all 
Prisoners of Zion have been released, and to a 
reduced fear of arrest among Jewish activists. 
While some moves on the part of the Soviets — 
last week's announcement, for instance, that a 
rabbinical academy is to be set up in Moscow -- 
may “show a desire to please, possibly for pro- 
paganda purposes,” there is no denying, that 
there have been some “meaningful changes,” 
says Professor Frankel. Even if what we are 
seeing is “mere window-dressing,” that in itself 
is a change. 

The Gorbachev regime, he says, is proving to 
be “more and more of an attempt to revolution- 


ize the Soviet system - it’s almost a Russian 
version of the Prague Spring.” As for the reason 
for these changes in policy, he says, the Rus- 
sians seem to be looking at ing and 
asking: “Why not [make changes]?” Soviet soci- 
ety, be says, bas been frozen mto a mould that 
has to be broken.

they were invalid. Had the executives in ques- 
tion felt aggrieved, they could have sued the

O The board, however, led by chairman Meir 
Heth, left Shetreet in a minority of one re- 
garding bjs approach.

Yossi Bassin was born 63 years 
ago in Kfar Yehezkel. It was only 
four years after this veteran 
moshav was established in the 
Jezreel Valley (10 kilometres 
southeast of Afula) by Jewish 
newcomers from Russia.

In some ways, he seemé a prime example of 
the interaction between the people and this land. 
His manner is of the old Eretz Yisrael: A calm, 
smiling man with farmer’s hands who speaks in 
slow deliberate Hebrew laced with expressions 
one hears only in the Galilee. Yossi Bassin 
couldn't happen anywhere else — the mixture of 
the Russian, the Jew, the Yemenite and the 
Galilean. 


6 Jezreel Valley, Emek Yizrael to me, casts 
a spell over me. For every Israeli born here 
before 1948, being there ts like coming 
home, even if he never lived there. Emek 
Yizrael is our nostalgic dreamland. Its music 
is like my mether singing a lullaby about workers 
resting at the end of the day in the Emek.

Since the age of 14 Yossi has been fond of 
horses and horse-riding. Ten years ago, he decided 
to open a riding school, which is located in his 
backyard. Apart from the 27 horses in the stables, 
there is a professional training track there. Some 
of the best stallions and race horses in the country 
are to be found in Yossi’s stables. At least once a 
week, he takes one of his stallions for breeding-to 
one of the kibbutzim or moshavim in the area. -- 

His name is well known to Israeli horse lovers. © 
He has ridden in many races and more than 70 
trophies arid medals in his house show that he is 
(or was) one of the best riders in this country. 

In addition to the horses, the Bassin family has 
more than 50 dairy cows. Their milking shed that 
includes 12 stations is one of the most modern in’ 
the village.

CHURCHILL'S last decade was his 
saddest. "ΤῊΣ closing days or years 
of life are grey and dull,” he wrote 
to his wife in 1958.

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π HAS BECOME a global custom 
for families to get together one ett 
a week ποῖ so much to break bread 
and share wine as to keep pace with 
the latest escapades in the Carring- 
ton and Colby families, whose for- 
tunes form the essence of Dynasty, 
oné of the world’s most popular 
television soap operas. 

Few of those families, with their 
eyes virtually glued to the set, seem 
aware, though, that there are far 
more interesting real-life dramas be- 
ing played out in theis own neigh- 
bourhoods; one doesn’t have to re- 
sort to fiction to get a story with all 
the right ingredients for a saga. 

A case in point was the stabbing 
last week in the Moslem Quarter of 
Jerusalem's Old City of 16-year-oid 
Hanoch Albeck. Had Hanoch, who 
was not seriously hurt, been the sci- 
on of a family whose achievements 
had never brought its members into 
the public eye, the incident might 
have warranted ten lines or so in all 
the daily papers, with no further 
follow-up. 

But Hanoch Albeck is not your 
usual low-profile victim. His father, 
Shalom, a professor of law and Tal- 
mud, is the former Dean of the Law 
Faculty at Bar-Ilan University. His 
mother, Plia, ts director of the Civil 
Department in the State Attomey's 
office. One of his uncles is president 
of Bar-Ilan University. Another un- 
cle is the rabbi of the Jewish Quar- 
ter; and yet another, a nuclear phys- 
icist, was involved with the Rafael 
Armaments Development Author- 
ity. . 
Hanoch's grandfather, Yitzhak 

Nebenzahl, was state comptroller 

for 20 years until he retired at the 

end of 1981; his grandmother, Hil- 
degarde, is an indefatigable volun- 
teer social worker; and his great- 
uncle, Herman Hollander, was one 
of the first directors general of the 

Ministry of Trade and Industry. 

Many of the boy's other relatives 

also have considerable achieve- 

ments to their credit. 

How can anything in the artificial 
world of Blake Carrington or Alexis 
Colby compare? 

In the case of the Nebenzahls, the 
two most controversial and most re- 
nown members of the focal dynasty 
are Yitzhak Nebenzahl and Plia Al- 
beck. The elder statesman of the 
family, who last year celebrated his 
80th birthday, has held an extraordi- 
nary number of executive portfolios 
since arriving in this country from 
his native Germany in 1933. 

The archives of The Jerusalem 
Post contain numerous clippings on 
Nebenzahl in most of his many ca- 
pacities, and the picture that 
emerges is one of an intensely active 
man whose intellectual and adminis- 
trative talents have eared him in- 
fluential and often executive roles in

Here and there a reporter 
may have noted Nebenzahl's dry wit 
or Albeck’s ready smile, but refer- 
ences to their private lives are few 
and far between. 

The attack on Hanoch Albeck 
brought all three generations of the 
family into the media focus; but be- 
yond listing part of the youngster's 
pedigree, the press reports di- 
vulged, as usual, few personal de- 
tails. In interviews with The Jerusa- 
lem Post this week, members of 
Hanoch's family provided rare in- 
sights into their lives. 


VISITORS to the Old City may no- 

‘ tice the palatial building adjacent to 
the Porat Yosef Yeshiva, just a few 
steps from the plaza leading to the 
Western Wall. The spacious pre- 
mises, with large courtyards, are oc- 
cupied by three families, each of 
them with a floor to themselves.

Shulamit, the youngest of the 
quartet, lives in the United States, 
where her husband, Hillel Levine.

Next year, with their three chil- 
dren, the Levines may move tempo- 
rarily to China, where Shulamit 
would be able to apply her own aca- 
demic training in political science 
and Chinese history and Janguages. 

The Levines spend part of each 
summer in Israel, but it may be 
some time before the family actually 
settles here. 

Avigdor, the eldest of the four 
middle-generation Nebenzahls, was 
the first member of the family to be 
born in Jerusalem. He is the only 
one of the four who showed no in- 
terest in secular studies, immersing 
himself instead in Tora scholarship 
at a young age. Plia, next in line, 
remembers that she was very glad 
when Avigdor developed his fer- 
νοι for religion. “He stopped hit- 
ting me, because it was prohibited to 
touch a female,” she recalls. 

Avigdor does not receive a salary 
as rabbi of the Jewish Quarter. His 
income is derived from teaching at 
Yeshivat Hakotel. He became ac- 
tive in the Jewish Quarter when the 
area was still ἃ mass of rubble — long 
before Yitzhak Nebenzahl built the 
mansion in 1973. 

In his rabbinical role, Avigdor is 
not even a dollar-a-year man, unlike 
his father, who served as legal advis- 
er for the Japhet Bank from 1934 to 

1946. Recalling that particular peri- 
od, the elder Nebenzahi remarks 
wryly, “That particular dollar was ἃ 
little higher in value than it is now.” 
He was later a member of the boarde 
of Bank Leumi and simultaneousl

THE HOLLANDER family, which 
originated in Hamburg, m 1862 
founded a flourishing commodities

In.the course of time Scandinavia, 
specifically Sweden, became the 
main centre of the Hollander enter- 
prise, but there are branches worid- 
wide in the U.S., England, Holland, 


Yitzhak Nebenzahl became a 
partner in the Hollander enterprise 
in 1937, a year after joining the Ha- 
gana. His interests necessi- 
tated many trips to Europe, with the 
most frequent destination Stock- 
holm. He has in fact maintained an 
abiding interest in Sweden. He 
served as Sweden’s honorary consul 
general from 1952 to 1962 and in 
1960 was instrumental in founding 
the Swedish-Israe] Chamber of 
Commerce. For his services, the se- 
nior Nebenzahl was made a Knight 
of the Royal Swedish Court. 

Hildegarde Hollander-Nebenzahl 
had hoped to become a doctor and 
was enrolled in the Hadassah Medi- 
cal School on Mount Scopus. How- 
ever, motherhood intruded on her 
studies and she did not complete the 
course. Nonetheless, notes Ye- 
shayahu, his mother is “the doctor 
in the family.”

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- Diaspora Zionism: A rusty hulk . 


SIMCHA DINITZ, who was elected 
chairman of the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion just over six months ago, has discov- 
ered that the Zionist movement in the 
Diaspora is for the most part a rusty 
organizational hulk that has lost its drive 
and distinctiveness. But he doesn’t seem 
to know whether he should scrap it or try 
to bring it back to life. 

When Dinitz stepped into the chair- 
man’s shoes at the fast Zionist Congress, 
he probably did not realize that he was 
taking on two jobs, each with very differ- 
ent problems and challenges. 

As head of the Jewish Agency, he pre- 
sides over a budget of over $400 million -- 
we should remind ourselves occasionally 
that the Agency has quite a bit of money 


at its disposal — most of which is spent on. 


social, educational and other services in 
el. 

The Agency is now in the throes of a 
major effort to redefine its goals and 
spending priorities, but this is largely a 
matter of channelling the money contrib- 
uted by world Jewry in new directions, 
There is no danger that the Agency will 
run out of worthy causes in Israel to 


support. . 

As head of the WZO, Dinitz has a 
different legacy to contend with. He pre- 
sides over a world-wide movement with a 
$56 million budget — no paltry sum either 
— mainly for shlihim (emissaries) and 
educational programmes. The WZO’s 
activities, which are aimed at world Jew- 
ry, have come under attack from numer- 
ous quarters as ineffective, outmoded 
and tainted with political protectionism. 


OUR JORDANIAN NEIGHBOURS 
came out with a television news item, on 
May 25, reporting the IDF-SLA operation 
against a Hizbullah fortress in South Leba- 
non. King Hussein most probably detests 
Islamic fundamentalism, yet tucked into 
one corer of the film sequence beamed 
from Amman was a viciously anti-Jewish 
caricature. We have long been used to such 
nastiness in the Arab media, but for Jordan 
it surely marked a new low. 

Someone over there does, however, 
make mistakes from time to time. It is 
presumably a hopeless task to weed out all 
the songs and music composed by Jews; 
censoring the odd remark in Are You Be- 
ing Served? or suppressing whole episodes 
of Yes, Prime Minister! could well be less 
difficult. 


AFTER FOUR DECADES of statehood, 
we are still victimized by a monstrously 
illegal pan-Arab boycott, to which many of- 
our European “friends” as well as the Jap- 
anese have at least partially submitted. 
Terrorists armed and financed by hostile 
regimes were attacking Israeli villages and 
murdering Israeli civilians long before the 
Six Day War. Under the PLO umbrella, 
they have simply become more versatile, 
better equipped, clevefrer Propane 
and internationally “respectable.”

The WZO also boasts a world-wide fol- 
lowing of 1.5 million Jews who belong to 
what are called Zionist organizations, 
which are grouped into local Zionist fed- 
erations. 

The WZO is facing a severe crisis of 
confidence in its relations with the Dias- 
pora communities, which it supposedly 
serves through its programmes, and is 
also burdened with an ageing Diaspora 
membership that lacks a distinctive sense 
of purpose. 

During his first six months in office, 
Dinitz has discovered that the Zionist 
federations are largely “‘unemployed.” 
Their historic functions, including lobby- 
ing and public relations on behalf of Isra- 
el, have largely been taken over by other 
Jewish organizations. 

Dinitz shared some thoughts on-these 
issues recently at a session of the Study 
Cirele on World Jewry devoted to the 
future of the WZO, which meets under 
the auspices of the president at Beit Han- 


asi. 

He said of the Zionist organizations 
and federations: “What do they do, apart 
from assuring their own continued exis- 
tence? The decline in their status in the 
Jewish community has harmed not only 
them, but Israel too. 

“Zionist work is being done in the Di- 

aspora: aliya is promoted, Jewish educa- 
ten is is advanced and youth are sent on 
programmes to Israel. But this work is 
being carried out by WZO shlihim, not 
by the local Zionist federations.” 

He also noted that there is little coop- 
eration between the WZO emissaries and 


the local Zionists, and much mutual _es- 

trangement. The shlihin feel no need 19 to 
involve organizations that are viewed 25 
superfluous by the local Jewish establish- 


ment.

In 1985 Jegat told the police: 

“At Paris Vili-Vincennés I met 
sympathizers and representatives of 
various liberation fronts. That was 
the beginning of my political in- 
volvement in anti-imperialistic and 
Third World-oriented struggles. At 
first, I engaged only im legal activi- 
ties: meetings, exhibitions, debates, 
writing Gews bulletins. My political 
ideas, in those days, were very close 
to the romanticism of the Cuban 
Revolution and to the life and writ- 
ings of Che Guevara.” 

Soon Jegat felt hé had to deepen 
his involvement. Early in November 
1976, he went to Beirut to help 
make: a movie on “the legitimate 
struggle of the Palestinian people.” 
His real aim was to become a pro- 
Palestinian terrorist. “Before leav- 
ing for Lebanon,” said Jegat, “I had 
met at the Paris PLO office with 
Mustapha Abu Ali and Azzaeddin 
el Kallak (the bureau chief, later 
assassinated by Abu Nidal’s men). I 
was told that once on location, I 
could join a Palestinian training 
camp..But because of the shelling of 
Beirut, we were unable to leave the 


city.” He returned to Paris, where _ 


he “lost all contact with the people 


with whom I had been in Beirut.” . 


With the help of his girlfriend, 
who was working at French TV, Je- 
gat started to write as free-lance 
with other reporters on a broadcast 
for France-Culture,’ a state-owned 
radio station, on torture throughout

One night, Plunkett asked Jegat 
to follow him to a suburb where they 
met with Jim Kerr, another Irish 
terrorist (since arrested in Switzer- 
land and extradited to England). 
Kerr delivered a bag containing a 
15-kilogram explosive block. Later, 
Plunkett and Jegat cut the block into 
400-gram bars wrapped in plastic. 

From time to time, Plunkett took 
a bar. The last one was probably 
used in an attack on a British Army 
base in Germany, which occurred 
while Plunkett was in that country.. 

In May 1981, Francois Mitterrand 
was elected president of France. Je- 
gat felt it was the end of his under- 
ground activities, because a Socialist 
France would openly struggle for 
the same causes he was desperately 
trying to help in his own way. He 
asked for a meeting with two mem- 
bers of Mitterrand’s intimate circle, 
to tell them about himself and bis 
activities, but he received no 
answer. 

Jegat went on working with Plun- 
kett, who in 1882 told him in 1982 of 
new links with Palestinians. 

On August 6, 1982, the day of the 
massacre at Goldenberg’s restau- 
rant, but before it took place, Plun- 
kett asked Jegat whether he would 


᾿ “render some services to a Palestin-

ing. “At first,” he said, “I did not 
connect this slaughter with the fail- 
ure of Plunkett and the Palestinians 
to turn up for the meeting.”

Horrified by the killing of inno- 
cent people, haunted by the idea 
that his “friends” could have partici- 
pated in that action, Jegat decided 
to tell someone about it. Perhaps 
the fact that his girlfriend was Jew- 
ish also did something to him. 

On Monday, August 23, he went 


to the weekly Le Nouvel Observa- 
teur and met with the editor, Jean 
Daniel. Daniel asked one of his re- 
porters to take down Jegat’s decla- 
rations. The next day, -Jegat was 
again at the weekly. A second jour- 
nalist, Elizabeth Schemla, talked to 
him and said she knew someone 
who could help. That “someone” 
was Gilbert Prouteau, a Gendar- 
merie commander whom President 
Mitterrand had just appointed head 
of a special anti-terrorist team. 

(The Socialists did not feel easy 
with the police. whom they suspect- 
ed of being rabidly anti- Mitterrand. 
To circumvent the police, Mitterand 
set up 2 specia} anti-terrorist squad 
made up of gendarmes, regarded as 
more faithful to the government.) 

When the Nouvel Observateur 
joumalist called Prouteau, he had 
just left for a short vacation. His 
assistant, Capitain Paul Barri, 
whom the journalist also knew, 
took the call. Barril rushed to meet 
Jegat. 

The two had a very long conversa- 
tion, Jegat took Barril to his apart- 
ment and handed over to him every- 
thing he had stocked for Plunkett 
and his friends. Barril promptly tele- 
phoned to Prouteau, convinced him 
that “this was it," and went ahead 
with what turned out as a cata- 
strophic failure of the French securi- 
ty services. Instead of placing Plun- 
kett and his friends under a tight and 


discreet watch for sa while, in order * 


to locate all their contacts, Barril 
promptly arrested Plunkett, his girl- 
iend’Mary Reid, and a third Irish- 
man, David King. * 
Keeping the police at bay, Barril 
piled up illegal actions and mistakes. 
Plunkett's: apartment was searched 
4n-the-absenee-of the suspeets-The 
guns, documents and explosives Je- 
gat had given to Barril were present- 
ed as evidence found in the apart- 
ment of one of the suspects. The 
acting criminal investigations offi- 
cer, also a gendarme, forged some 
documents and Jater ordered his 
men to Jie to the investigating judge. 
Six months fater, one’ of the gen- 
darmes involved was jailed for em- 
bezzlement. He spilled the whole 


The scandal was enomnous. Plun- 
kett, Reid and King were freed, be- 
cause the entire legal procedure fol- 
lowing their arrest had been 
invalidated. For months after that 
information kept coming out about 
Barril’s disaster. 
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The president’s special anti-ter- 
rorist unit had to be dismantled. 
Prouteau, who allegedly covered up 
the whole operation, was promoted 
to the rank of prefect and named 
“special advisor to the president on 
terrorism,” clearly indicating that 
the president himself was covering 
Prouteau. Barril had to feave the 
elite Gendarmerie group he headed, 
the acting criminal investigations of- 
ficer was assigned to an obscure task 
and both were indicted for forgery. 
Finally, Prouteau was also indicted 
recently , just before the presiden- 
tial elections. 

Jegat insists that he was deliber- 
ately exposed. “Someone in the po- 
lice provided the press with my real 
name, my address, my phone num- 
ber, everything,” he told The Jeru- 
salem Post. In a widely circulated 
book about the affair, written by 
two journalists, Jegat was clearly 
identified with his address and even 
the number of his apartment. 

The three Irish activists are still in 
France, allegedly helped by Trots- 
kyite militants. According to one of 
their lawyers, they cannot be ex- 
pelled. for as soon as expulsion pro- 
ceedings were begun they would 
lodge a complaint for their illegal 
arrest of August 1982. This would 
prevent the authorities from expel- 
ling them until the entire affair had 
been exposed. 

But a top-ranking Gendarmerie 
officer has written in Le Monde that 
the arrest of the three Irish activists 
had stopped terrorism in France for 
years. 

Jegat, meanwhile, has fost all 
faith in the French police and jus- 
tice. “Why did ‘they’ do this to 
me?” he keeps asking. He thought 
he found the beginning of an answer 
a month ago: in the wake of the 
assassination of Arab terrorist lead- 
er Abu Jihad, Le Nouvel Observa- 
teur revealed that the French secret 
service had tipped off the PLO that 
Israel was about to hit one of its 
leaders. No one has issued a denial. 

“I am disgusted,” Jegat told The 
Post. “I am ashamed that my native 
Jand has such understandings with 
Israel's arch-enemies. I cannot go 
on living in a country that collabo- 
rates with those who have vowed to 
destroy Israel. This is why [ now 
intend to go and live in Israel.” 


He was due to arrive in Jerusalem 
next week.

(Continned from Page 10) 
pointed by the secular authorities. 
Even if his judgements tend to rep- 
resent a religious point of view, he 
can not decide on that basis alone. 

Chill admitted that rabbinical cir- 
cles were “astonished” at Elon’s 
opinion. : 

ΜΙ, for one, was also astonished 
and amazed, I felt that if he wants to 
tell me what the Halacha is, then he 
should be a rabbi and not a jurist. 
Bot for him, obviously, the position 
is tenable.” ᾿ ἣ 

An outlook of a religious jurist 
was provided by Dr. Pinchas Shif- 
man of the Hebrew University law 
faculty, who felt that what hurt the 
rabbis was not so much Elon’s opin- 
ion, but that he had specifically stat- 
ed that the opinion was based upon 
Halacha. For that matter, Shifman 
added, the chief rabbis and the 
Chief Rabbinical Council also draw 
their authority (an authority that not 
all observant Jews accept) from the 
laws of the state. 

It is true that the judge rules ac- 
cording to law, Shifman said. But he 
implied that the fine lines of distinc- 
tion are not always so clear-cut. 
Thus, he recalled words of the late 
Justice Moshe Silberg. in a divorce 
case that had come to the High 
Court, although matters of personal 
status usually come under the juris~ 
diction of the rabbinical courts. 

Sitberg had noted that “this court 
does not adjudicate according to 
Halacha. It is well aware that it does 
not wear this crown. But just like 
the rabbinical courts, it is aware of 
teality.” 

What Silberg was showing. Shif- 
man said, was that if the rabbinical 
courts do not have the courage to 
act on some issues and in certain 
situations, then the civil courts will 
step in to fill the gap. 

It was also “strange to hear from 
those who demand more Jewish law 
in the courts” a wave of criticism 
when a judge, in writing his opinion, 
goes out of his way to cite Jewish 
law. Such critics should decide what 
they want, Shifman said.

necessary conditions ripen after the 
U. S. presidential elections, a joint 
American-Soviet Middle Eastern 
peace policy, in the light of Gorba- 
chev’s idea of a “balance of inter- 
ests”, cannot be excluded from a 
reasonable forecast of the next ad- 
ministration’s moves. 

Does it sound strange? Not if one 
compares the concrete and actual 
policies of both superpowers. And 
the new voices from Moscow, urging 
the PLO to recognize Israel and ac- 
cept Resolutions 242 and 338 in or- 
der to participate in an international 
conference, minimize the differ- 
ences between the superpowers, ἡ 

Even without an inter-superpow- 
er connection, the common denomi- 
nator of al] the American peace 
plans, when it comes to territorial 
considerations, is that (in Kissinger- 
Vance terminology) “Israel should 
not and cannot stay where it is in the 
occupied territories.” Unless Israel 
does something, and quickly, to re- 
vive the peace process whatever the 
procedure of the negotiations may 
be, there is a real danger that it will 
quite soon become an object of 
power policy, exercised by the su- 
perpowers, jointly and separatcly.

The 
figures were a little closer for the third week, 
with 22,500 last year and 20,700 this year. In

The optimists, however, don’t take any sin- 
gle month into account. They go in for block 
comparisons. For example, direct charter 
flights to Eilat for the period October 1987- 
April 1988 brought in 87,250 tourists, ἃ 26 per 
cent increase over the 69,500 that came during 
the same period a year before. 

The explanation for the general gloom in 
the industry is that after the record-breaking 
boom in 1987, in which the number of tourists 
peaked at 1,518,000 and revenues were on the 
order of $1.6 billion, everyone a 
bonanza in 1988. Intoxicated by the miracu- 
lous rebounding of the industry from the 
slump in 1986, they were over-confident and 
insufficiently aggressive. 

Furthermore, the 40th anniversary of the 
state was supposed to have been a great incer- 
tive. The dream of every hotelier to be over- 
booked all year round turned into a nightmare 
of cancellations. The upshot was that their 
expectations fizzled. 

However, all is not bleak in Jerusalem. 
Shmuel Cohen, co-owner and general manag- 
er of the Windmill Hotel, repcrts that his 
occupancy level was 85.6 per cent in April and 
70 per cent in May. Reservations to date 
indicate that June and July will be as good as 
May. Cohen said he has observed a recent 
trend in sbort-notice bookings. 

Another hotelier wary of tempting the evil 
eye is Harvey Dougtin of Jerusalem’s Ramada 
Renaissance, who at the beginning of the year 
had cancellations and very few reservations. 
Now he's getting reservations and inquiries 
from all over the world, with an encouraging 
surge of interest from-Japan. On weekdays the 
hotel occupancy averages 55 per cent, but at 
the weekends, it's very close to full. 

The Sheraton Plaza, however, has been less 
fortunate. From 85 per cent occupancy in May 
last year, it slipped to 55 per cent this month. 
General Manager Yoram Grozner says that 
the summer season will be the worst that- the 
hotel has ever known. “This-year is’ catastro- 
phe,” he said, but added he is hopeful that 
perhaps Israeli guests will save the day.
